He testified th at on a trip he had 
taken with the woman Mrs. Snyder’s 
love m aking was so aggressive that 
he became to all intents a slave to 
love. 
It is this condition of helpless 
submission th at G ray’s counsel says 
the corset salesman was in at the 
time of the killing.

As Gray testified Mrs. Snyder sat 
in her seat with her head hanging, 
but apparently not crying. 
While Gray testified Mrs. Snyder 
often buried her head in her arms. 
He spoke in a flat even voice devoid o f : 
emotion and was allowed to tell his i 
story without almost no prompting 
questions from his attorney. 
On the trip the two had taken 
through New York sttne he said Mrs.

May 4.— <AP)— Many 
I of the industrial fatalities reported in 
March were due to downright care­ 
lessness on the p a rt,o f those killed, 
the bureau of statistics of the de­ 
partm ent of Labor and Industry held 
in a report today listing 
168 fatal 
accidents occurring to 
workmen 
in 
the various industries 
of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania for th at month. 
The number of fatalities reported 
was three less than in January and 
16 less than in February. Compared 
with March a year ago the total was 
19 less. 
N o n fa tal accidents 
reported 
for 
March totalled 14,332 including 150 
permanent 
disabilities. 
Compared 
with the corresponding month a year 
ago this was a decrease of 8.2 per 
cent for all non-fatal accidents and a 
reduction of more than 25 pe* cent 
in permanent disabilities. 
The report stated th a t these facts 
may be accepted as showing that the 
real trend of industrial accidents is 
I downward. 
The coal mining industries again in 
March as in February reported the 
largest number of industrial fatali­ 
ties, with a total of 86 deaths divided 
evenly between the anthracite and bi­ 
tuminous 
mines. 
Com pared 
with 
February this was a reduction of one 
for anthracite mines and an increase 
, of five for bituminous. 
M anufacturing industries reported 
10 fatal accidents during March, or 
one less than the 
num ber for the 
nrevious month. 
The construction industry reported 
only 0 fatalities com pared with 25 in 
February. 
Fatal accidents in the transporta­ 
tion industry were eleven as compaied 
with 19 for the previous month. 
Other industries reported 
as 
fol­ 
lows: 
Non-coal mines and quarries, 
6; public utilities, 2; hotels and res­ 
taurants, 
I; 
retail 
and 
wholesale 
stores, 5; state and municipal, 3, and 
miscellaneous, 5. 
Fabling 
objects, 
cars and engines and explosive sub­ 
stances in th'* order named were the 
three chief causes of fatal accidents 
for all industries combined 
with a 
total of 107 fatalities or nearly 54 
lier cent of the total for all causes. 
“ Death was caused in many cases ” 
the report said, “by tho failure to 
observe safe practices th a t are dic­ 
tated 
by 
common 
sense 
and 
the 
natural law of self-preservation. 
If 
workers during March had refrained 
from being foolishly careless the fa­ 
tality total m ight have been at least 
20 per cent lower.”

River

New Orleans, May 4.— (A P )—The 
bulging flood of the Mississippi carv­ 
ing a new gap in the Louisiana levee 
was thrusting viciously today against

The flood w*as expected
